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1. The main works of conservation carried out in the Northern Circle re- Conaenration. 
lated to the Mughal palaces in the Forts of Agra, Delhi and Lahore. That on 
Akbar’s palace in the Agra Fort now approaches completion. The other build¬ 
ings here which received special attention were the Anguri Bagb> the Amar 

Singh Grate, the Chitori Gate and the Moti Masjid. In the Delhi Fort also the 
improvement of the historical buildings is being carried on systematically. 

The whole group of the palace buildings of Shah Jahan has been fenced off 
and the resuscitation of the main palace garden, Hayat Bakhsh, has made 
constant progress, the ancient waterchannels and causeways having been com¬ 
pletely restored. Among other buildings at Delhi, I must mention the Tomb 
of Humayun where the waterchannels in the garden were repaired, the Khirki 
Masjid, the repairs on which were completed, ani the Moth Id Masjid on which 
some preliminary repairs were carried out. In the Lahore Fort material 
progress is hindered by the fact that the oldest portion of the Mu^^l palace is 
still being occupied for utilitarian purposes. It is gratifying to record that in 
November 1909 a Committee of Military experts met at Lahore to consider the 
feasibility of resigning certain buildings in the Fort for conservation as ancien 
monuments, Mr. R. "Froude Tucker, the Archaeological Surveyor, Northern 
Circle, being present. In the course of the year Mr. Tucker examined the 
Diwan-i-‘am in the Lahore Fort with-interesting results. Other ancient monu¬ 
ments near Lahore which received attention are the garden of Jahangir’s Tomb 
at Shahdara with the adjoining Sara! and the Tomb of Nur Jahan and also the 
Shalimar Gardens. For particulars I may refer to Mr. Tucker’s Progress 
Report. Among Hindu monuments in the Northern Circle I must mention the 
ancient brick temple at Bhitargapn in the Cawnpore district which was repaired 
at a cost of Rl,106. 

2. In the Western Circle the work of conservation has been very con¬ 
siderable comprising not less than sixty-six items in the Bombay Presidency 
alone. The list published by Mr. Cousens in his Progress Report comprises 
Buddhist, Brahmauical, Moslem and Christian monuments. Extensive repairs 
were carried out on the well-known Brahmanical cave temples of Elephanta. 

The Buddhist caves at Nasik also received due attention, and likewise the 
Hindu temples at Gadag. Among Miih a wnmnda n monuments those at Ahmad- 
abad and Bijapur rank prominently. At Sarkhej near the former place the 
Harem, the ruined palace and the mosques of Malik Isan-ul-Mulk and of Sayyid 
Usman were preserved. The buildings at Bijapur on which repairs were carried 
out are the Jal Mandir, the Isar Mahal, the Ibrahim Rauza (rebuilding roof 
jn Mezzanine Gallery) and some minor edifices. Finally I mention the old 
Portuguese Fort at Revadanda, Kolaba District.

At AuraEgabad that of the ao-called Bihi ka Mnqhnmh 
(U., the Mausolenm of Itubia-ud-Daurani, the wile of Aurauaeb) has iUtewise 
been taken in luuid, the cost being estliuated at %r),000> A i^imilar amount is 
proposed to be epont on tlio Mosquo of Gulburgali. For repairs to the well- 
known care temples of Elloia a sum of BG»329 was sauctioaod and the work 
foportod to be in pto-jnsis. For the not less famous oaTos at Ajanto an esti¬ 
mate of 1113,910 has boon prepsreA ’Whereas the NiKam's Gov^emment is thus 
displaying a singular admty and liberality in the prnserTation of nnttonnl 
monaments, the States of Ccntrel India and Eajputana have shown little zeal 
in this matter. No works of any importance were carried out with the only 
exception of that of proaerTing the templea at Khajuraho in the Chattarpur 
State of Bundelkhand which is making canstmt progress under the able 
EupoTintem4iice of Mr. K, A. Manly. No less than ten temples wore Tepairi-d 
at a cost of 111U,05G|, snpplied by the Government of India. 

4. In the Eastern Circle the works of con.<;crvntiDn number not lezs than 105 
cases, tho great majority of which (Oi) relate to huildkigs in Western Bengal. 
Here also the tnonumeata repaired are bolli aumetoos atul vnricid in their cliar- 
acter. Tbo work of dearing the sand from the compound of the Black Fagoila 
at Kottarak in Orissa was eontmaocL Measures were taken for the protection 
of the Moniyur Mafh at Edjgir, the ancient Itajagriha, in the Gaya dislriet. 
The two Atoka capitals of Bivmpurva in tho Ciiamparau district were remnved 
to the Calcutta Muscud. Tlie repabs on the Barg^ of Makhdnm BhSh and the 
conscrvaHou works on the tank sooth of the Dargah were oontinuai. An oliolisk 
was erected on the battlefield of Plawr:y, The moat important works in Asi^am 
related to the temple of Hayagrira at TTajo in the Kfmirup district, tho two 
tCDipIes on tho north bank of Jaysagar near Sib.‘«agar and the Bishnudole 
temple in the samedivisioiL In Eastern Bengal the work of presorvaiion on the 
MoHjua of Kusumbha wa«! brought to oompletion. In tbe Contra! Provinces 
two important works wore carried out in the Bildspur district, namely, the 
restorotion of tho two Hindu temples at donjgir which was oompleU'd, and the 
riqjaiiB to the Mahddeo Temple at PulL The re-huilding of the walls of tho Siva 
temple at Deo Boleda, the repairs to the jAmi‘ Masjid and some other monu¬ 
ments at Buihanpur were likewiiie breught to oomplelion. 

5. As regards ctmservation in the Southern Circle, nttention centres in the 
im[)ortant group of partly mined Imildinga nt Ifanipi, the ancient Yljfiyanagar, 
which, though not among the oldest mouumeuls of the Deccan, possess mieh 
unique interest for the history of Sonthern XndL'i during tho 1-lth and 15th centu- 
ri^. A sum of nearly 113,000 wai spent oti the Vijayanagar buildings in the 
year undj'r review. Other important worts in this circle trerc the preservutioir 
of the rock fort at Geoty in the Anantapur disiriot and repairs to the Gatidi- 
kota temple in the Curblapoli district, ensures were also taken to preserve 
tho ancient fort wall of Georgetown at Madras. Tim number of works of pre¬ 
servation in tho Southern Circle oomes to axty-fouT. In Burma tho chief works 
of CQzucrvation concerned the Mandalay palace, tlie spire of which was rehuQt, 
and the tunimmente of Fagan. In the Frontier Circle the work of conserving 
tho Buddhist site at Takht-i-Bahi was contmued and considerable progreoB mode

(J. It was poinlefl <mt in last year's Report, that with regard to the appUcaUoa 
of the Ancient Monuraenta Pretwrvation Act there oxiBla a considetjihk diver- Art.

In thfn Ko^them Circle the jirogrtaa has btM^ti muirh sloirer. in ihy 
Panjah twenty-four Brahmanical and Buddhist buildings were d.clarwl protec¬ 
ted bv notification of 9lJi Beoember 1900, the proposal having hcca made by Hie 
Sutwimteudent on the 9th Itarch 1007. It appears that the delay in giving 
effect to the proposal was partly due to objections raised by district officew. 

Another difficulty is the circumstance that sernmlof the inonurocnts in question 
arc not dlslinct huihUugs hut ancient rites. It is liowcver, evident that protec- 
lion of the latter against the depredations of treasure seekers is often even mom 
wanted tliau that of well-prosenrcd and well-defined moimmcnts. lu Iho Punjab 
not a single lluhammadan monument was declared protected in the oouree of 
the year.

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8. With regard to museiun administration the most important fact to be 
recorded is the passing of the Indian Musexun Act on the 18th March 1910, in 
section 2(l)(a) of which it has been laid down that the Director General of 
Archaeology will be one of the Trustees of the Museum. How far this measure 
will tend to remedy the long neglect, from which the archaeological section has 
suffered, will largely depend on the special staff of experts which the Director 
General will be able to employ on museum work. As a preliminary measure 
the Government have sanctioned the appointment of an Indian Assistant 
Superintendent, on the understanding that the Director General should be at 
liberty to depute either him or any other member of his staff for work in the 
Calcutta Museum. 

9. In the United Provinces the year under review has been one of singular 
progress with regard to museum administration. It has been decided by the 
Local Government that the Provincial Museum, Lucknow, which was hitherto 
housed in two of the Oudh palace buildings, ill-suited for the purposes of a 
museum, will be transferred to a more spacious and suitable edifice in the 
Kaisar Bagh, up to recently occupied by the Canning College and purchased 
by the Local Government for the sum of fi2,10,000. The Archmological 
Department has been consulted on the manner in which the different sections 
could bo best distributed over this building. The new museum at Sarnath is 
now nearly completed, except for some decorative details. As soon as the inner 


fittings are finished, it will be possible to remove the sculptures and inscriptions 
into the new building. Some repairs have been carried out to the Municipal 
Museum at Muttra (Mathura), so as to provide more space and light. The cost 
of these repairs had been estimated at R4,000, to which the Government of India 


contributed a grant of R2,000 on the understanding that an equal sum should 
bo found locally. But after the sum of R2,000 granted by the Government 
of India had been spent, the Municipal Board of Muttra declared themselves 
unable to provide the remainder, so that a considerable part of the proposed 
work had to be abandoned. Here I may also mention that the Trustees of the 
M. A. O. College at Aligarh intend establishing a museum at that place. 

10. In the matter of antiquarian collections the Bombay Presidency does 
not occupy as prominent a place as in other branches of archaeological acti¬ 
vity. Wo may fortunately look to improvement, when the Prince of Wales’ 
Museum at Bombay will be ready, in which it is hoped proper provision will 
be made for an archaeological section representative of Western India and 
placed under expert management. A Board of Trustees which includes the 
buperintendent of Archmology has been constituted. It is understood that 
the collection of antiquities preserved in the Superintendent's office at Poona 
will bo made over to the Prince of Wales’ Museum. The Archaeological 
section of the Victoria and Albert Museum at Bombay is very poor. It is 
reported that in the course of the year this Museum lost its collection of gold 
coins by theft. Further particulars are not available, but it may serve as a 
warning not to exhibit valuables without proper precautions being taken for 
their safety. In the case of coins, it deserves recommendation to exhibit 
only elect retyped imitations, the originals being kept in a safe or strong 
room.

of the important collection of gems brought together by the late Colonel G. G. 
Pearse. It was purchased by the Government of India at a cost of R3,900

nd has been deposited in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It is hoped that it 
will shortly he possible to make proper arrangements for its exhibition. Besides, 
a considerable number of ancient coins were acquired for the Calcutta Museum, 
ncluding Mughal coins which were purchased for Rl,098 from the Bahawalpur 
State. The collection of Tibetan antiquities brought together by Mr, A. H. 

Francke in the course of his tour in Indian Tibet wiU also be placed in the 
Calcutta Museum. The Delhi Museum of Archaeology was enriched with some 
robes and jewellery once in the possession of Zinat Mahall Begam the wife of 
Bahadur Shah, the last king of Delhi Among other objects I mention some 
ancient Mughal paintings and an autograph of General Nicholson. The 
collection of coins relating to the different dynasties which once ruled at Delhi 
was completed with the assistance of Mr. B. B. Whitehead, I.C.S. The 
archaeological section of the Madras Museum was augmented by certain copper 
plates purchased by Mr. Rea for E30. For the Poona Musemn also some old 
pictures and coins were obtained through Mr. Cousens. The Mathura Museum 
collection was again increased with a number of sculptures and inscriptions 
acquired locally by Pandit Radha Krishna. The total expenditure on the 
purchase of antiquities amounted to B10,700. 

12. Regarding Treasure Trove acquisitions the following information has 
been received. In the Panjab 202 coins were examined, the great bulk being 
lyfn gliftl silver coins. Of these a number of 109 were distributed among various 
Museums. In Ajmer 257 mediaeval coins were examined. The Asiatic Society 
of Bombay reported on 739 coins, out of which 421 were distributed. In the 
Central Provinces 1,605 coins were examined, and 994 out of the n\unbcr were 
acquired for different museums. In Madras, besides a small collection of coins, 
a gold reliquary from Amaravati was acquired, some copper and bronze images, a 
copper treasure chest containing jewels for idols, and two copper plates of the 
18th century. Among the coins; there are two Roman silver coins, which were re¬ 
ceived from the Collector of Coimbatore. One appears to he a coin of Quintus 
Cassius Longinus (60 B.C.) and the other which is very much worn appears to 
bo one of Augustus. 

13. In last year’s report mention was made of the discovery of an im- E*p>o»tioo. 
portant inscription on a stone column at Besnagar in Gwalior State. It records 

that this pillar was erected by one Heliodoros, the son of Dion who calls himself 
a Bhagavata (t. e., a worshipper of Krishna) and came from Taxila in the Pan jab 
as an ambassador of King Antialkidas. After this interesting discovery Mr^ 

Marshall was anxious to carry on some excavation on the site which is known 
to be that of the ancient city of VidilS. The Gwalior Darbar, however* 
preferred to have the work done by one of the State officials, the results of whose 
have just been made public. Mr. Marshall had to fall back on the 
ancient site of Bhita near AllahabM which is that of a country town without 
any recorded history. The town, however, ceased ix) exist during the Gupta 
period and the comparatively early date of the surface remains has made it 
possible to reach strata of a remoter Indian civilisation than have hitherto been 
accessible to the spade. Mr. Marshall’s explorations throw much light on the 
domestic architecture of that early period and have yielded numerous minor 
antiquities, such as inscribed sealings rnitj well-preserved terra-cottas, some of 
which appear to be pre-Mauryan. 

14. The discovery of the relic-casket of King Kanishka in a tumulus near 
Peshawar has been one of the most remarkable of last yea’s results. The 
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wUca tran-^ferrcd m a new golden casket were miule orcir to n deputation of 

Burmese Buddhistfl by H.K the Vieemy and it ia understood that they will 

he worthily enshrined in a new Pagoda at Jlandaky. Purther citploeatioa of 
SbAhji-ki-ilhori, the mound in whicli the casket was fonnd, had to ho iiu8li>oaod 
qmngtoclainujhorinshccii raised by the owner of the site which Imd to he 
selUwl by litigntiou. Dr. Spooner, therefore, resumea excaTatioa at Sahri 
Balilol winch in 1007-03 had yieMed such Talunble finds. In the present year 
the rwjulta achieved prored not less satiafectory. Dr. Siawner unearthed a 
large number of Gtaeoci-BuddliLst Bculptarcs of a very superior da®, including 
some new scene* of Buddha’s life and a series of Jatakus, His finds include a 
Sa<»sanian silver coin. 

15. In the Nortlicra Cirdo no exploration was done owing to niy nbscnco 
on Icnre, with the eiwplionof thedisouvery of stray sculptures and inscrip- 
tiuns made at Muttra (MaUmrii) by Pandit Kadiia Krishna. These have all 
been plocod ia the local iivuteum. With reference to tiie irtscrilwd pieces, it 
is noteworthy Ihat the majority bcloiig to the reign of the Kuahona King 
Huvishka. The Pnndtt's dUeoverieB also bear out the fact that side by side with 
Buddliism and Jainism tliero flourUhed in ancient Mathura the |K>piilar cults 
of the Nugos and llm Yakshos. In the Eastern Circle no works of exploration 
were undertakoa owing to the lamented death of Dr. Bloch which occurred in 
the beginning of the cold season. 

16. In the Western Circle the most nofahb work of research was the ex- 
cavation of a Buddhist Siupn at Mirpur in Biutl which resulted in the disr 
covery of a goldreliiinaty and terra-cotta Buddha figures of excollont workman- 
filiip. Mr. Cousens has uTriTod at the conclusion that in the early centuries 

i of the Christian era, the prcnuling rdigion of Sind was Buddhism. In tho 

I Semthem Circle itr. Ben continued hte excavation of the Buddhist sile of 

\ Buuinlirthnn, ViMsapalam distrlot, and unearthed Mvcral more bnildinga, 
chiefly oAnifyot, and long rows of cells for tho aooaKunodation of the monks. 
Mr. Taw Scfn Eo conducted oxcavatioiui at tho Singridaing Pagoda, Konthon- 
findaung and tlio Atwm Moktaw Pagoda at Emawra and at Yathemyo, 5 
luilcfi to tho esurt of Promc. 

17. For a special work of research in terrUoriaa hoidering on Tibet tho 

iMj*ta** Government of India have been fortunate in securing the services of the 

isdiM r^Ut. ^eH^nown Tibetan scholar, the Bov. A. H. Franoka, cf the Moravian Mission. 

During the inoatlis of June-November Mr. rranakc made an oxtensive tour 
of exploration througli the Indo-Tibf-taa frontier districts of Basluihr(Kaiiawar), 
Spiti, Bubshu, and Ladakh, in the course of which he collected voluabk* 
epigraphical material hearing on the history of those regiona. Among the 
muDy important diaODVcriiia made by Mr- Francko 1 wish only to mention 
ttmt of the key to the script used in the seal of tUo Daku jAuia whioh had 
hitherto pusxled Tiljctan scholars. Mr, Francko was acoompaiued on his 
tour by Bnbu Pindi Lai, photographer attached to the Frontier Circle, who 
brought hack one hundred and sixty excellent photographs showing views, 
buihlinga and antiqultiea of tboso litUc frequented mountain tracts^ The 
nature of the country noado the tiTsk of ilr, Francke and of his aasadaut & 
Terr arduous one, but resoltn of unusual interest have rewarded their labour*.

Prithyiraja I. and V. E. 1196 for Arnoraja of the same dynasty. The earliest 
iascription discovered in the Western Circle during the last field season was 
found at SakrSl, not far from Jinmata. The date is Samvat 879 and the 
inscription records the rebuilding of a Mandapa by certain merchants in front 
of the goddess §ahkar4 who is now called ^^mbharl. 

24, In the Southern Circle, 789 inscriptions have been copied by the Assist¬ 
ant Superintendent, of which six are copper-plates and the rest stone inscriptions. 
The earliest of all the inscriptions discovered by the Department during the 
year arc from Southern India where two more caverns with rock-cut beds and 
Urnhml cpigraph.H were brought to light in the Madura District. An archaic 
stone inscription from Olakkur in the South Arcot District (No. 356 of 1909) 
furnished the name of a hitherto unkno^vn king (or chief), viz., Prithivi-vita- 
pankura Adiyaraiyan who probably belonged to the Pallava family. Another 
Pallava king is Dantinandivannan known from an inscription at Tiruvejlarai 
neat Trichinopoly who claims to belong to the Brahmakshatra family. Gf the 
copper-plates, one is dated in A.D. 674 and belongs to the reign of the Western 
Chalukya king Vikramaditya I. It proves tliat he advanced as far south as the 
l)anks of the river Kav§ri in his expedition against the Pallavas of Kafichi. 
Another copper-plate grant belongs to the Eastern Chalukya king Amma- 
raja II. (A.D. 946-70). Its historical portion is almost identical with that 
of the Mahiyapundi grant {Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 47-56). The Bezwada inscrip¬ 
tion of Yuddliamalla is an interesting ancient Telugu record in verse which 
may be assigned to the 9th century A.D. It shows that literary Telugu 
flourished even before the time of the earliest known Telugu work composed in 
the 11th century A.D. It is worthy of note that a portion of this inscription 
has to be read from the bottom upwards. The remaining inscriptions of the 
Southern Circle belong to the Pallava, Ganga-Pallava, Chola, Pandya, Western 
Chalukya, Eakatlya, Hoysaja and Vijayanagara dynasties and to the kings of 
Kohgu. Among the minor families represented in the collection for 1909-10 
are the Ummatur chiefs, the Nayakas of iladura, the rulers of Mysore, the 
Retldis of Kondavidu and the Qutbshahis of Golkonda. 

25. In Burma estampages of fifty-three inscriptions were procured from 
the Prome, Rangoon, Pegu, Magwe, Thayetmyo and Sagaing districts. Of 
these, twenty-six arr in the Talaing language, while the rest are in Burmese 
dating from the 12th and later centuries of the Christian era. 

26. In connection with Dr. Spooner’s excavations, a complete survey of the 
Sahri Balilol site was made by Mr. A. J. Wilson, late of the Survey of India. 
The map, on which all moimds within a radius of two miles of the main village 
are shown on a scale of 6' to the mile, will be of distinct use to scholars, as the 
locality is aroha»l(^ically one of the most important in the Frontier Circle. 

Cousens, in the course of his excavation of the Buddhist stupo at Mirpur 
KJias had four drawings of that momunent prepared to which are to be added 
two very fine coloured drawings of a glass bowl and pottery unearthed at Brabma- 
niibad Mansurah in the previous year. Under Mr. Tucker’s supervision eight 
more drawmgsof buildings in the Agra Fort were prepared. Mr. Longhurst 
had eleven drawings made relating to monuments in the Central Provinces. 
Seven more drawings of the Mandalay Palace were made and the entire set 
was expected to be completed by the end of June 1910. 

27. The only cases of contravention of standing orders are reported from 
Burma. It appears that some damage was done to the outermost walls of the 
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Fort at ^Vra and also to the Shwezigon Pagoda and other buildings. In the 
former instance the injury was due to Public Works Department contractors 
and in the latter to treasure hunters. After a personal inspection, the local 
Superintendent made a report to the Deputy Commissioner, Sagaing, who issued 
orders to prevent further vandalism. In the same locality, the circuit walls of 
certain historical monasteries were broken down in the course of repairs to the 
Sandamani Pagoda. 

28. In the course of his cold winter tour Mr. Marshall visited Peshawar, Toum. 
Delhi, Agra, Ajmer, Chitorgarh, Eran, Calcutta, Bankipore, Mau, Bhikna, 
Panchpahari, Benares, Allahabad, Muttra, Parkham, Bhita, Bombay, Poona, 

Bhaja, HaUcbid, Belur, Madra.s, Bayana and Ambala. Mr. Venkayya, the 

Government Epigraphist, visited Calcutta, Waltair, Benares, Sarnath, Agra, 

Delhi, Muttra, Gokul, Allahabad, Vizagapatam, Madras, Ootacamund, Anaka- 
paUe, Gaya, Bodh Gaya and Lucknow. Details of the tours accomplished by the 
Superintendents and Assistant Superintendents will be found in the Provincial 
Progress Reports. 

29. The Archmol<^ical Reports published during the year under review pabUc^tioni. 
oompri«5 the Annual Report, Part I, for 1907-08, and Part II for 1900-06 and 
1906-07, eight Provincial Reports and Parts VII — VIII of Volume IX and 

Parts I—IV of Volume X of the Epigraphia Indica. Two illustrated mono¬ 
graphs were brought out, namely Pallava Architecture by Mr. Alexander Rea, 
and Akbar's Tomb, Sikandarah by the late Mr. Edmund W . Smith. These two 
important works form volumes XXXIV and XXXV, respectively, of the Im¬ 
perial Series of Archajological Survey Reports. The volume on Akbar’s Tomb 
was edited by Mr. Marshall with the aid of Mr. Nicholls and Dr. Horovitz 
from papers and notes left by the late Mr. Edmund Smith. It is gratifying 
to mfention in this connection that the Government of India have sanctioned 
the publication of seventy-six plates containing one hundred and sixteen 
coloured drawings relating to tile mosaics on the Lahore Fort. It has been 
decided that the plates will be preliminarily published in five consecutive num¬ 
bers of the Journal of Indian Art and afterwards as a Report of tlie Archoeologi- 
cal Survey. The cost of publication has been estimated at £550. 

30. In the course of the year the Central Library was augmented by Libr».y. 
gome 650 volumes, of which some 250 were obtained either by exchange or 

free and the rest purchased. The books acquired by purchase include some 
valuable works relating to classical archaeology such as Conrad Cichorius, 

Die Reliefs der Traianssdule (Berlin 1896-1900), Petersen, Domaszowski and 
Calderini, Die Marcussaule (Munich 1896), Hermann Thiersch, Pharos Antike 
(Leipzig and Berlin 1909) and Theodor Schreiber, Die Eellenistischen 
Rdiefbilder (Leipzig 1889-94). The Byzantinische Zeihehrift, ol which 
volumes I—X and XVIII were obtained, is another important acquisition. An 
arrangement was made with the Panini Office, Allahabad, for the exchange 
of publications. 

31. The Department has suffered a great loss by the death of Dr. T. Personnel. 
Bloch which occurred on the 20th October 1909. During the nine years he 

was connected with the survey he has carried on valuable research work, the 
Results of which published in Reports and Oriental Journals bear testimony 
to his wide knowledge of Indian antiquities and languages. Dr. M. A. Stein 
was appointed to succeed as Superintendent of the Eastern Circle, hut as he 
was on special deputation in England, Mr. A. H. Longhurst was selected to 
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officiate in Bengal and liad to return from the Pan jab where he was then acting 
for me as Superintendent of the Northern Circle. He joined on the 
26th November, having left Pandit Hirananda in charge of the Lahore Office 
from 24th November till 3rd January 1910 when I returned from combined 
leave. 

32. By Home Department letter No. 31, of the 18th January 1910, the 
Government of India sanctioned the appointment of an Assistant Superintend¬ 
ent, Archaeological Survey, on a pay of B300—26—600 a month, to be 
attached to this office, to enable the Director General to depute from time to 
time either the officer in question or another member of his office staff to assist 
in the supervision of the archaeological section of the Indian Museum. Pandit 
Daya Ram Sahni u as selected for the post which was to be a gazetted one. 
Babu Bakhal Das Banerjee was appointed to succeed Pandit Daya Ram as 
Excavation Assistant on a pay of B200—10—260 per mensem and it was decided 
that the services of the former would be placed at the disposal of the Trustees 
of the Indian Museum, pending a final decision on the question of transferring 
the archaeological section of the Museum to this Department. 

33. Pandit Natesan Aiyar and Maidvi Zafar Hasan continued to hold 
the Government of India archaeological scholarships for Sanskrit and Arabic- 
Persian respectively.
